Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner explained that the limitation of claim 1 of "comparing 
orthogonal transfomned coefficients of at least two blocks having a predetemiined relationship with each other" does 
not limit the comparing of coefficients to inter-block comparisons. The examiner suggested changing the limitation to 
"comparing orthogonal transfonmed coefficients between at least two blocks having a predetemiined relationship with 
each other" to better illustrate the subject matter which the applicants regard as the invention. The examiner informed 
Mr. Yawata that this change would need to be presented in an RCE as this would be after final and a search would 
need to be perfomned for the newly presented claim. 
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
